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Whereabouts Of BWI 
Sets Still Mystery 


Mystery still surrounds. the 
whereabouts of the bulk of the 
fourteen complete sets issued by 
a like number of British West 
Indies Colonies for the opening 
of the University College of the 
West Indies. Ever since the first 
day of issue February 16 the 
stamps have been in scarce sup- 
ply. 

Cause of the shortage has to 
date not been ascertained. In the 
past, the Crown Agents for the 
British Colonies through whom 
stanyps are ordered have always 
provided an ample supply to 
meet all demands, and for the 
present there is no reason to 
suppose otherwise for this issue. 

United States dealers handling 
British Colonial stamps report 
that they have received no more 
than approximately 20% of their 
original orders, and in some cases 
have received none at all. This 
has resulted in deletion of of- 
fers of the University sets from 
the ads of nearly all dealers. 

Speculation and a cornering of 
the available supply of these sets 
has been suspected, but to date 
such speculators have not made 
themselves known, nor _ have 
their offerings appeared on the 
market. 

There is a possibility that the 
Crown Agents will reprint the is- 
sue, a practice which it has gen- 
erally avoided in the past, but 
there is no assurance of it. Such 
a move would be a last resort 
on' the part of the Agents to 
keep faith with stamp collec- 
tors. 

Suggestions are being given to 
stamp fans to not pay highly in- 
flated prices for sets. They are 
cautioned to wait and see what 
is behind the shortage, if short- 
age there is. 


Nassau St. Dealer 
Slugged By Robber 


Arthur Hoffman, a stamp dealer 
located on the 11th floor at 116 
Nassau St., New York City, was 
severely beaten about the head 
in the course of another stamp 
robbery this past week. 

The’ youthful attacker was 
nabbed by police through the 
quick thinking of the elevator 
starter of the building who, hear- 
ing the noise, had the foresight 





to lock the front door of the 
building. 
Hoffman did not resist when 


the robber entered his office, but 
turned over to him all his money. 
Not content with that, the hold- 
up man struck Hoffman in the 
head with a large rock which he 
had with him, necessitating five 
stitches in Hoffman’s head. 
There does not appear to be 
any connection between this 
latest robbery and the numerous 
stamp robberies that preceded 
this newest outrage. Most of the 
former burglaries were not ac- 
companied by violence. 

Some years ago in the same 
building ‘at 116 Nassau St., the 
night watchman was murdered 
y unknown persons. That par- 
ticular crime was never solved. 
There have been a number of 
other stamp robberies in the 
building, which houses between 
two dozen and three dozen stamp 
irms, 

The holdup man is being held 
Y police for a hearing in the

Cachet For Tyler, 
Texas First Flight 


The Post Office Department an- 
nounced that on or about April 
6, air mail service will be inaug- 
urated at Tyler, Texas, over 
route AM-82. 

Special cachet will be provided 
for Tyler and the usual treat- 
ment of philatelic mail will be 
authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the postmaster at Tyler must 
be prepaid at the appropriate air 
mail postage rate. Double postal 
cards and double post cards in- 
tended for return reply purposes 
are not acceptable as first flight 
covers. 

All covers should be accom- 
panied by a letter authorizing the 
holding of the covers for the 
first flight and requesting the ap- 
plication of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% -inches by 2% 
inches to the left on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. 

No provision will be made for 
point to point covers. However, at 
the request of collectors, covers 
receiving cachet will be’ given di- 
rectional service only to an of- 
fice designated by the. General 
Superintendent, Postal Transpor- 
tation Service, and served by the 
first flight in each direction, and 
will there be backstamped and 
dispatched onward to destina- 
tion.

In the early days of 1942 the 
United States Navy converted 
nine CLEVELAND Class cruisers 
into fast, light aircraft carriers to 
augment the woefully depleted 
carrier force which was blasting 
away at the Japs in a knock-down 
and drag-out naval war. USS 
MONTEREY was one of these 
carriers destined to slug it out 
in company with the huge carriers 
of Uncle Sam’s fast-moving, hard- 
slugging flat-tops. 

The keel for this ship, original- 
ly laid down as the cruiser USS 
DAYTON, was placed on 29 Dec- 
ember 1941 at the New York Ship- 
building Corporation, Camden, 
New Jersey where the ship was 
launched on 21 February 1943. 
Sponsor of the new carrier was 
Mrs. P. L. N. Bellinger, wife of 
Rear Admiral Bellinger, Deputy 
Chief of Staff to the Command- 
er-in-Chief cof the U. S. Fleet. 
USS MONTEREY was named af- 
ter one of the hardest fought bat- 
tles of the United States war 
with Mexico which took place 
at Monterey, Mexico on 19-24 
September 1846. 

Commissioned at the Navy 
Yard, Philadelphia on 17 June 
1943, MONTEREY soon depart- 
ed on her shakedown cruise with 
Captain L. T. Hundt as her first 
Commanding Officer. Less than 
three months later the speedy, 
light aircraft carrier cleared her 
home port bound for the Pacific

Islands where her bombs and 
rockets supported the amphibious 
landings at Kwajalein and Eni- 
wetok until 8 February 1944. The 
Asiatic-Pacific Raids commenced 
on 16 February as MONTEREY, 
with other ships in the task force, 
streaked through the water to- 
ward the west to participate in 
two damaging thrusts at Truk, 
the enemy’s naval bastion of the 
Carolinas.

toward Okinawa, they weré sud- 
denly recalled to their Task Unit 
which was rendezvousing off To- 
kyo Bay. On 6 September MON- 
TEREY parted the water of To- 
kyo Bay as she followed the car- 
rier TICONDEROGA jinto the 
mineswept channel. When she 
dropped anchor in the famous 
harbor surrounded by recently- 
battered targets, she had com- 
pleted 68 consecutive days of 
activity at sea. 

The Marine detachment and 
naval personnel of the initial 
occupation forces were taken 
aboard and that evening the ship 
departed, again passing majestic 
Fujiyama. the sun set and 
Japan disappeared over the dip 
of the horizon, USS MONTEREY 
left behind her a placid Tokyo 
Bay where the “Rising Sun” had 
truly set. 

Anchored in Buckner Bay, 
Okinawa on 9 September, the 
ship téok on fuel, provisions and 
passengers and stood out to sea 
the next day with Task Force 11 
bound for Pearl Harbor. During 
a 5-day sojourn at Pearl Harbor, 
the ship’s personnel received their 
first shore leave and liberty in 
82 days since the departure from 
Leyte. Before getting underway 
for the Panama Canal on 25 
September, the ship transferred 
passengers and embarked 14 of- 
ficers, 191 SeaBee and other Navy 
personnel along with 309 ambu- 
latory patients.

sands of tons of lifeline shipping 
sent to the bottom; over 300 
shore-based targets attacked in- 
cluding vital industrial and trans- 
portation facilities, and military 
installations of wide description. 
And although she successfully re- 
pelled numerous closely pressed 
attacks, she barely managed to 
survive the damaging effects of a 
raging typhoon which sent her 
limping out of the fight. The air- 
men of three dauntless groups 
had been launched from MON- 
TEREY’s flight deck—Air Groups 
Thirty, Twenty-Eight and Thir- 
ty-Four.

TEREY, with other units of the 
fleet were anchored out in Hud-

Just one line of reading from 
the Post Office Department’s re- 
port of plate activity at the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing 
in December and January is go- 
ing to make some plate block 
collectors happy, and start a num- 
ber of others off on a furious 
search. 

This line notes the fact that 
plate number 23760, a 3c Presi- 
dential, was used for only 22,520 
impressions, 

Now a 3c Prexy is considered 
about as common as grass in the 


85! field, and many collectors will 


not bother to save the plate 
blocks of the regular issues. 
Therefore this fact adds to the 
possibility that few of this num- 
ber were saved for philatelic 
purposes. ue 

One impression of a printing 
plate produces 400 stamps of the 
current regular postage size. 
These consist of four post office 
size panes of 100 stamps each, 
each with a plate number, 

The four plate numbers of each 
impression have positions of up- 
per right, upper left, lower right 
and lower left, and the four are 
considered as a complete posi- 
tion set of that number. Thus 
while there is a possible total 
of 90,080 plate number blocks, 
there is a possible total of only 
22,520 of any one position, 

Allowing for the disinterested- 
ness of collectors, the practice of 
post office clerks to strip the 
plate number selvedge off panes 
of 100 stamps to make them fit 
their stamp storage cabinets, poor 
centering and other factors, pos- 
sibly very few of these blocks 
survived. 

Thus a rarity is born among 
the commonest of the” common 
stamps. It is hard to conceive 
that one would occur in an issue 
of which there have been billions 
and billions printed. It now re- 
mains to be seen what kind of a 
scramble results, and if it be- 
comes fruitful. 

As I mentioned above some 
plate block collectors will be hap- 
py, and some will set out on a 
furious search. You can identify 
each category just as well under 
the head of “a have”, or a “have

A reader wants to know how 
essays and proofs of postage 
stamps are acquired originally. 

The bulk of such materi 
comes from the hands or the es- 
tates of the personnel engaged in 
such work, in this country, from 
the designers and engravers of 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, or outsiders who have 
performed such work under the 
auspices of the Bureau. 

I am not too sure about this, 
but I do believe that engravers 
are permitted to keep for them- 
selves various proofs of the dies 
on which they have worked. 

For those who are not ac- 
quainted with the two terms, the 
following definitions, rather 
loose, might clear the subject. 

An essay as it applies to stamp 
collecting is a rejected or unused 
design for a postage stamp. 

A proof is an impression taken 
from the engraved die which sub- 
sequently will be used for the 
making of a plate from which 
the stamps are to be printed. 

Not only are proofs taken when 
the die is completed, but they 
are drawn at various stages of 
the die engraving process. The 
engraver does this to see how 
he is getting along with his work. 

Proofs of the completed die 
may be made in more than one 
color to determine which is the 
most suitable one, or shade for 
the design. These are called color 
proofs.
